Recently I was privileged to attend a preview 
of what t feel will be a fine successor to films 
like 7TH VOYAGE OF SINBAD and GULLIVER'S 
TRAVELS. The title— JACK THE GIANT KILLER— 
may sound a little on the square side but the 
picture isn't I am happy to report that it re- 
unites Kerwin Matthews & Torin Thatcher as 
hero & villain, respectively. In this version of 
the famous legend there are witches, monsters 
and whatnots galore, such as a giant named 
Cormoran (who seems very reminiscent of the 
Cyclops of SINBAD), a warlock of the sea and 
his host of hideous demons and witches (and 
when I say hideous I'm not kidding), another 
giant with 2 heads, guards that appear from 
the teeth of a stone dragon, a giant sea serpent 
with octopus tentacles for legs, and (to add a 
little culture to the whole proceedings) a 
rhyme-speaking Imp in a bottle (a standout per- 
formance by Don Beddoe). Judi Meredith as the 
Princess Eileen is lovely but my old lycanthropic 
eyes yen to have her turn into a witch again 
as she does in the picture (with yellow eyes 
yet; not just the pupils but the whole eye it- 
selfD. I feel the late Bela Lugosi would have 
loved the role of Torin Thatcher as Pendragon, 
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the villain who turns people into witches, dogs, 
monkeys, shoots sparks out of his eyes, and 
last but not least turns into a giant flying mon- 
ster before your eyes! Special effects are amaz- 
ing, utilizing a new process called Fantascope. 
As one of your fans from the first issue on I 
have seen some good, some fair and one or 
two bad issues come out but all in all I am 
happy that FM has beaten all competition and 
is still tops. Perhaps one of the best additions 
to your magazine is the section Inside Darkest 
Acula. This is probably the best review section 
I have seen in years, giving credit where due 
and raking the films that deserve it.

EARLEY BIRD GIVES PAL, WAHRMAN, 
ALUND AND ACKERMAN THE BIRD 

In part 2 of Rocket to the Rue Morgue Miss 
Wahrman speaks disparagingly of George Pal’s 
“concession to supposed public tastes” in con- 
nection with WHEN WORLDS COLLIDE. I assume 
it is the “carefully selected group of futuristic 
Adams & Eves . . . rocketing in a . . . Nova’s 
Ark to a new planet" that bugs her? Why? 
That's the way Balmer & Wylie wrote it — altho 
they did have a greater number of people 
escape, several rocket loads in fact. Pal, re- 
stricted by a budget and with better scientific 
knowledge than that available when the original 
novel was written about 1932, revamped his 
story to be consistent with known technological 
advances. Wahrman's objections to WAR OF 
THE WORLDS are similarly vague. And she 
neglected the one Palpic that really deserves a 
critical pasting: CONQUEST OF SPACE. Here was 
mixed juvenile dialog, characterization that 
verged on the imbecilic, scientific quackery and 
just plain darn foolishness. Red hot meteors that 
whistled in the vacuum of space; a fiery glow- 
ing asteroid; smoking, spark-spitting rockets; 
the stowing away of the “old Irish topkick’’— 
hah, the addition of his 225 lbs., to say nothing 
of his consumption of food, water and oxy, 
would have wrecked the expedition right there. 
And the pillfood — even then it was well known 
that there is NO subetitute for bulk carbohy- 
drates. And the kookie crew, too dumb to know 
that nobody, but nobody, builds a winged ship 
for a Moon flight! I could go on but I’ve another 
bone to pick. Miss Wahrman says THIS ISLAND 
EARTH was “a fairly faithful adaptation” of the 
Ray Jones novel. Hah! The movie: 1) threw out 
the basic concept of the Peace Engineers; 2)

In film after film the great Lon Chan- 
ey played a succession of cripples and de- 
formed men; he earned a deserved reputa- 
tion as “The Man of a Thousand Faces”. 
But aside from his role as the Phantom in 


His “PSYCHO” shook strong hearts, 
broke long-standing box-office records. 

His COUCH will soon have you flat 
on your back with fright and his MER- 
RY-GO-ROUND (cinemadapted from 
Ray Bradbury’s “Black Ferris”) prom- 
ises dizzy thrills & duck-bumps. 

You’ve chilled to his hour-long 
fright fare — “Waxworks”, “Yours 
Truly, Jack the Ripper”, “nie Cheat- 
ers” — on Thriller and laffed nervously 
at his humorous humor as half hours 
ticked by on the Hitch Clock. 

You’ve applauded his “Menace, 
Anyone?” in our 10th issue and re- 
peatedly begged for more so here’s the 
explosive concluding instalment of 
Atom Swift and His Robot Bloch 
Buster. 


PHANTOM OF THE OPERA, Chaney 
seldom played outright “monster” roles. 
Usually he sacrificed his life for the hero- 
ine.

MY, he appeared in dozens of films and a 
great many of them featured him for what 
he is — a mild-mannered man with a lisp. 
The theme song for these allegedly blood- 
curdling shockers might well have been 
“That Silver-Haired Daddy of Mine”. Time 
after time Karloff was a kindly, elderly 
physician or scientist with the inevitable 
beautiful daughter. Upon completing a dis- 
covery or invention which he idealistically 
hopes will aid humanity, he inadvertently 
causes the death of some innocent bystand- 
er or bit-player, whereupon he is persecuted 
by the police or by tbe real villain who 
wants to misuse the apparatus. Karloff 
thereupon goes off his rocker faster than 
Whistler’s Mother if she’d landed on a pin- 
cushion and tries to get rid of his tormen- 
tors. In the end, to save his daughter, he 
sacrifices his own life. Despite the labora- 
tory scenes and the inevitable threats and 
grimaces of the “mad scientist” role, these 
films will hardly horrify anyone except lov- 
ers of good drama.

Karloff played the Monster in two se- 
quels to his FRANKENSTEIN but each 
subsequent version managed to dilute the 
blood-letting (tho we do have fond memo- 
ries of the Monster shrieking in agony as 
the old mill goes up in flames, and another 
in which he drowns in what looks like a vat 
of bubbling oatmeal) . At times Karloff has 
appeared as a loutish crimingl or the inno- 
cent victim of some other “mad scientist” 
and his experiments. Quite understandably, 
he seeks revenge until exterminated by 
bumping into a rheostat. Again, the shock 
of these sequences is purely electrical. 

Lon Chaney Jr., has consistently been 
cast, or rather miscast — for he is consider- 
ed, with some cause, an excellent actor — in 
routine villain roles. He has moved in and 
out of various series chronicling the resur- 
rections of various monsters, mummies, 
vampires and victims of Five O’Clock 
Shadow. Most conspicuous among the lat- 
ter is THE WOLF MAN. Chaney, an in- 
nocent young man brought up in the U.S., 
returns to his ancestral home in England 
and falls prey to a werewolf. He is quite 
unhappy in his role as a hairy heir but this 
doesn’t save him. In the end his father

beats him to death with a silver-headed 
cane. 

the many sides of 
jekyll’s hydes 

The censors have not read the true mean- 
ing into the various versions of DR. 
JEKYLL AND MR. HYDE. Dr. JekyU, 
who becomes transformed after drinking a 
potion, has been played with properly ter- 
rifying effect by John Barrymore, Fredric 
March and Spencer Tracy. The “meta- 
morphosis” scenes are worthy of inclusion 
in any listing of cinematic horrors. The 
censors eliminated some of the “morbid” 
close-ups of bestial Mr. Hyde beating his 


girl friend — in Tracy’s case a truly beauti- 
ful Ingrid Bergman — but never bothered to 
eliminate his other bestial activities. 

True horror was also lacking, oddly 
enough, in the antics of such esteemed 
“monsters” as Bela Lugosi & Peter Lorre. 
DRACULA ostensibly portrayed a vamp- 
ire in full denture but actually celebrated 
the career of the nocturnal prowler. Lugosi 
symbolized the Continental Seducer, sleek- 
haired and irresistible; he was merely an- 
other version of the Filthy Foreigner orig- 
inally portrayed by Erich von Strrfieim. 
Von Stroheim kissed hands and Lugosi bit 
necks but both were primarily menaces not 
true monsters. Lugosi, like other specialists 
in the genre, later drifted into routine vil- 
lain roles, along with Claude Rains, Lionel 
Atwill & John Carradine.

the lorre story 

Peter Lorre first won fame in the Ger- 
man film M but his monster was a fiend. In 
most of his American movies Lorre has 
played droll crooks or nasty informers, un- 
pleasant enough at times but hardly fright- 
ening. Brief moments in the British version 
of THE MAN WHO KNEW TOO MUCH 
and the American STRANGER ON THE 
THIRD FLOOR are almost the only ex- 
ceptions. In THE FACE BEHIND THE 
MASK he seeks revenge because of a face 
scarred by fire (shades of MYSTERY OF 
THE WAX MUSEUM and HOUSE OF 
WAX!) but his motivation is understand- 
able enough. 

Just once did Lorre escape being mired 
in commonplace menace roles. This was in 
his first American film, MAD LOVE. This 
was a true shocker — and a flat failure. Karl 
Freund, who served as cameraman on THE 
LAST LAUGH, directed the picture and 


created some chilling sequences. The scene 
where the madman poses as a guillotine vic- 
time whose head has been sewed back onto 
his body is far more terrifying than a dozen 
glimpses of rubber-suited “Things” emerg- 
ing from Black Lagoons or descending from 
Outer Space. Given similar roles Lorre 
might still triumph in real horror films. But 
the last time I saw him he was playing an 
overweight clown. 

nitemares in 
negative 

so FAR we’ve considered what a horror film 
is not. It is not a picture where a character, 
supernatural or human, pursues a woman 
into the brush; even a Wolf Man is merely 
a “wolf” at heart. Nor is it a movie in which 
a wronged man turns on society in revenge, 
be it ever so gruesome. It is not a movie 
that stresses torture or sadism. Even tho 
the Christians are served up to the lions in

where a clerk was told to climb up the tow- 
er and tell the Masked Mystery Man it was 
time to reveal his identity. Up the ladder 
he dutifully went, the camera following his 
hand-over-hand ascent clear to the top. 

Suddenly, there was a commotion! The 
TV eye zoomed in for a closer look. 'The 
mask was off and The Clown At Midnite 
was revealed to be — THE FRANKEN- 
STEIN MONSTER! 

Strange grabbed the messenger, who 
wrestled with him for his life. It was like 
a re-enactment of Colin Clive & Boris Kar- 
loff at the conclusion of the original 
FRANKENSTEIN, when Clive was thrown 
from the top of the mill. Seemingly (of 
course it was a dummy) the man himself 
was flung off the tower!

The few films left, which set out to ter- 
rify by any maimer or method available, 
succeed because writer, producer, director 
and actors stick steadfastly to their sinister 
purpose. They know what fear & horror are 
and they play upon the human emotions 
with all the skill of a professional musician 
caressing the strings of a harp. 

Scenes in horror movies made by these 
dedicated souls are usually brilliantly 
brought off. I do not speak now of the lib- 
eral spattering of tomato ketchup in a tech- 
nicolor BLOOD OF DRACULA. I have in 
mind the faint trickle of blood under the 
door in a scene in THE CAT PEOPLE (di- 
rected by Val Lewton and starring Simone 
Simone) where the little girl is locked out 
of her house by her mother, who thinks that 
the big cat pursuing her daughter is only a 
child’s fantasy. You don’t see the cat, you

don’t see the girl. You’re in the kitchen, 
listening to the terrified child pleading to 
be let in.

There is horror in madness, and when 
Michael Redgrave, as the crazed ventrilo- 
quist, speaks in the dummy’s voice in 
DEAD OF NIGHT, the audience knows 
the sheer shock of schizophrenia. 'The world 
of the pinheaded idiots, midgets and the 
armless-legless torso in FREAKS was 
enough to inspire nightmares for a solid 
year of Sundays. 

The “It was all a diabolical plot” movie 
is almost as much of a cheat as the “It was 
all a dream” picture but we can forgive it, 
amidst our shudders, when we see the sup- 
posed corpse rising from the tub in DIA- 
BOLIQUE . . . and we feel rehef in our 
screams as it thumbs out its eyeballs. 

Fantasy alone is no guarantee of grisli- 
ness, unless played as straight and as su- 
perbly as in the first sequence of the British 
film niREE CASES OF MURDER. The 
episode titled IN 'THE PICTURE is in- 
deed the stuff bed dreams are made oi. In 
32 


it, a visitor to an art gallery is carefully in- 
specting a landscape painting of an old de- 
serted house when suddenly a light goes on 
in one of the windows of the house. 

mtmeiits of true 
horror 

MONSTEBS & GHOSTS are not necessarily 
frightful in themselves; one laughs at the 
staring extras of the various “zombie” mov- 
ies but one shudders at the totally unseen 
horror of THE UNINVI'TED. Even a mov- 
ie like THE 'THING had its moments of 
true horror as the blanket left on the cake 
of ice in which the monster is frozen helps 
to defrost it. We see only the slow drip-drip- 
drip of water from under the blanket and 
then hear the sudden, stifled scream from 
the soldier left to guard it. And who can 
forget the scene where the monstrous half- 
vegetable arm erupts from the greenhouse? 

I hold no brief for tbe monster movies 
and the science-fiction (so called) films 
made today in which a skeleton dances over 
the ceiling of a theatre or the seats wired 
for shocks — surely the final convincing 
proof, if any were needed, of the paucity 
of imagination of today’s movie makers. 
Such films may entertain the kiddies and 
presumably they serve a piupose for dating 
couples who need a reason to cuddle in the 
dark — but they’re not true horror pictures. 
For that matter, the horrors of dope addic- 
tion in a MAN WITH 'THE GOLDEN 
ARM serve far better to induce throat- 
clogging terror. 

'The sophisticates will probably continue 
to sneer at all horror films, the censors will 
snip out the perils and we who cherish the 
creeps will continue to haunt the local cine- 
ma for shocks & shudders and the whole- 
some release of fears as old as all mankind.

Where our search will lead, I don’t know. 
It may be that we’ll discover the ultimate 
cinematic horror in a clown. Years ago, Lon 
Chaney said: 

“A clown is funny in the circus ring, but 
what would be the normal reaction to open- 
ing a door at midnight and finding the same 
clown standing there in the moonlight?” 

’That, to me, is the essence of true horror 
— the clown, at midnight. M*
